Purchase  or  possession  of 
liquor  or  beer  by  persons  under 
21  is  now  an  offense  punishable 
by  a  $1,000  maximum  fine,  a 
year’s  jail  sentence  or  both 
according  to  a  new  ruling  of 
the  Department  of  Liquor  Con¬ 
trol  of  Missouri. 

To  sell  beer  and  liquor  to 
minors  has  always  been  illegal 
in  Missouri.  Before  passage  of 
the  statute,  however,  there  was

Housing  Lack 
Hurts  College- 
Enrollment 

The  enrollment  of  Northwest 
Missouri  State  College  was 
1,938  students  as  of  September 
22.  Of  this  total  number  of  stu¬ 
dents,  28  were  graduate  stu¬ 
dents.  This  is  about  the  same 
number  of  graduate  students  as 
enrolled  in  Northwest  Missouri 
State  last  year;  but  it  is  an  in¬ 
crease  of  about  three  percent 
over  the  fall  semester  of  1959 
and  is  another  record. 

Lack  of  adequate  on-campus 
housing  apparently  held  back 
the  1960-61  enrollment  at  North¬ 
west  Stale  College. 

Records  indicate  in  excess  of 
2,200  permits  were  issued,  but 
nearly  300  apparently  did  not 
find  housing  or  work,  or  some 
other  reason  kept  them  from 
attending. 

“The  officials  of  the  school 
know  of  a  number  of  students 
who  came  to  register  and  left 
because  of  the  lack  of  dorm¬ 
itory  facilities,”  Dr.  J.  W. 
Jones,  MSC  president,  explain¬ 
ed. 

An  application  for  $2,100,000 
in  federal  funds  is  pending 
final  action. 

This  project  will  consist  of 
two  units,  one  to  house  260  wo¬ 
men,  and  the  other  266  men. 
Each  unit  to  be  added  to  exist¬ 
ing  facilities. 

At  the  present  time,  accord¬ 
ing  to  housing  records  in  Dean 
Lon  Wilson’s  office,  there  are 
326  men  living  in  on-campus 
facilities,  439  women;  44  vet¬ 
erans  families;  and  23  families 
have  trailers  in  College  park. 

And  rooms  in  private  homes 
within  a  six  to  seven  block 
area  from  the  College  are  fill¬ 
ed  for  the  most  part  with  stu¬ 
dents.

Baker  Bosses  Bearcats, 


Ft.  Hays  Drops 
To  Defense 

The  ’Cals  went  out  under 
new  coach  Earl  Baker  to  win 
with  a  new  single  wing  offen¬ 
sive  and  ■  successfully  halted 
the  T-play  power  thrusts  of 
the  Beavers.  The  T-style  offen¬ 
sive  of  the  past  two  decades  is 
changed  for  the  Bearcats. 

It  was  like  tlie  opening  of  a 
new  Broadway  play.  “Direc¬ 
tor”  Earl  Baker  showed  the 
Bearcats  what  to  do.  And  they 
learned  their  “lines”  well. 

Coach  Earl  Baker’s  North¬ 
west  Slate  College  Bearcats 
fought  “in  the  hole”  most  of 
the  game  Saturday  against  the 
Ft.  Hays  Tigers,  but  their  con¬ 
tinued  determination  finally 
broke  it  open  in  the  last  four 
minutes  and  they  won  their 
second  road  game  of  the  sea¬ 
son. 

Final  score  was  Bearcats  14, 
Ft.  Hays,  9. 

Trailing  7-9  after  the  middle 
of  the  final  stanza,  the  Bear¬ 
cats  took  a  Tiger  kick  on  their 
own  20  and  moved  up  tlie  field. 
Finally  Maurice  Fulton,  who 
hit  6  of  8  passes  during  the 
night,  hit  Ken  Sanders  who 
went  45  yards  for  the  TD. 

The  Bearcat  drive  started 
after  Ft.  Hays  scored  on  Jack 
Richardson’s  calywampus  13- 
yard  field  goal  that  gave  them 
a  9-7  edge  and  the  Kansans 
kicked  off. 

Smarting  from  a  6-0  half¬ 
time  deficit,  the  Bearcats  came 
out  for  the  third  period  with! 
dogged  determination.  After 
several  plays  the  Tigers  moved 
to  the  Bearcat  one,  one  of  sev¬ 
en  times  tiiey  were  inside  of 
the  Maryville  20  during  the 
evening. 

In  total  offense,  the  Bearcats 
marked  up  338  yards  to  Ft.
